A craslly-driven automobile, 
weav­ 
ing in and out across the boulevard 
between Puente and £1 Monte, struck 
the automobile driven by William L.

The young men have a cement 
yard at Puente and another near El 
Monte. 


Griffiths, with the passengers In the 
big Oakland, were on their way to 
Pasadena to fill a social engagement. 
When they 
were nearlng the Bassett 
station of the Southern Pacific, they 
saw the headlight* of a badly dodging 
and wobbling car 
coming 
towards 
them. 
Sometimes it was far on the 
right hand Bide, and then it would 
shoot across the boulevard. 
Griffiths 
said that he had seen 
automobiles 
act that,way beforejlnrfunny 
motion 
pictures,-, but never before in real life. 


In order to give the crazy driver 
every show 
in the world to get b'y 
without,accident, Griffiths pulled his 
machine fat, over into the grass and 
weeds of the* gutter, and slowed down 
until h e , ' ^ • ^ J u s t moving. 
It seemed;

Mr. Griffiths said 
yesterday < that 
Hockett had called on him at 
his 
home here; and had ottered to do any­ 
thing. In his power to make amends 
for the unfortunate accident;. 
Griffiths 
car is in the Covina'garage, with one 
hind wheel torn off and all the spokes 
out, a ruined transmission, wrenched 
body, and with the whole machine in 
a badly battered condition.

NEW PUMPING PLANT 


GIVES COVINA 


STARTED YESTERDAY 


RANCHERS 180 INCHES 


A group of men could not 
have 
been more pleased if they had discov­ 
ered deposits of gold in the sand, thnn 
were the ranchers of the 
Contract 
Water Company yesterday, when they 
started the new pump'near tha mouth 
of the San Gabriel canyon, and found 
that they had a flow of 180 miner's 
inches. 


The new water BUpply is In truth 
a veritable gold mtne to the ranch­ 
ers. 
The plant, including cost of larid, 
well, pump, motor and 
pump-house, 
cost the ranchers a little under $10,- 
000, while the 180 Inches of water, 
reckoned at the value of water per 
inch In this valley, makes the plant 
worth many times what is cost. 


The Contract Water Company Is one 
of the oldest of the original companies 
in the valley. 
In 1886, the company 
supplying the Covina users with wa­ 
ter, began • to carry water 
through 
the old Covina ditch to the ranchers 
in the vicinity of Grand avenue, Azu- 
sa avenue, and San Bernardino road, 
but It was not until 1896 that a con­ 
tract was formally 
drawn 
up, 
by 
which the Covinn-Jtrrtgatlng Company 
brought this water 
down to 
these 
ranches. The membership of the Con­ 
tract Water Company covers land that 
is widely scattered over Azusa iui'1 
Covina, and 
represents 
In all 
1405 
acres. 
Quite a large portion of tho 
water goeB on to land. In the lower 
valley, for Instance, the ranches uf 
Herman 
Headley, 
Robert 
Headley; 
and the. land where now stands the 
station and property of the Southern 
Paciflo railroad in Oovlna> -V '

Land was purchased of A, L, Bier- 
.bower, in the desert about.three-quav* 
ters of a mile south, of the. mouth of 
the San.Gabriel river, above the city 
of Azusa. 
A well was put down 10 
the depth of 237 feet. 
The water now 
standB at eighty feet below the sur­ 


face. The drillers struck water at 07 
feet. 


With the completion of the well a 
Layne & Bowler turbine pump, with 
125 feet of plunger and sixteen Inches 
In size, was Installed, and this waa 
connected with a Westinghouse elec­ 
tric motor, with power derived from 
the power house at the mouth of tha 
canyon. 
, 


When the pump was started 
yes­ 
terday morning, the ranchers discov­ 
ered that they had a fine stream. The 
soil Indications showed that the wa­ 
ter lay in a gravel strata, of more than 
usually loose formation. 
The whole 
desert has been formed of the gravel 
thrown up by the,, river which 
flows 
close by, and the water being obtained 
Is practically the sunken water from 
the San Gabriel river. 
Water experts 
say that the desert around the mouth 
of the canyon la merely a top coyer* 
lng for a lake of water in loose grav­ 
el. 


The water will be pumped with the 
same machinery that lifts It from the 
ground, to a point on a mesa about 
a mile distant, where It will be forced 
Into, a big conduit of the Covina Ir­ 
rigating Company. 
The 
1 connection < 
between the pump and the conduit will 
be, through a slxteen-lnch Bteel pipe. 
The pipe-line Is not yet 
completed.

WATER PURITY IS CHIEF AIM IN ROOFING 


1 


RESERVOIR FOR COVINA DOMESTIC SUPPLY 


With 28,000 square feet of roofing 
Just completed over the reservoir of 
the Covina City Water Company on 
San Bernardino' road, one of the pro­ 
blems of keeping water In Its purest 
form has been solved, 
Incidentally, 
some new discoveries, made of lute, 
In the matter of impounding - water 
for domestic purposes, have been ap­ 
plied to the new work. 


The work has been done at what 
Is known as the lower reservoir, sit­ 
uated a few rods west of the big Ir­ 
rigating reservoir, and is a reinforced 
concrete tank that 
holds 
2,600,000 
gallons, 
The upper reservoir on East 
Cypress avenue in Charter Oak, has 
been supplying the city with water 
during the last six months, and In the 
meantime the lower reservoir has un­ 
dergone complete renovation. 


In the first place the inside of the 
walls hp* been treated with a hard 
wash called cementcote, which leaves 
the sides as smooth m the lnstde of 
a gun-barrel. 
This was a work that 
consumed a good deal of time, and 
was costly. 
It renders It ImpoHsible 
for fungus-growth of any kind to cling 
to the sides, and all leaves and trash 
that might get in through the screens 
is easily cleaned away. 
A new dis­ 
covery in the question of Impounding 
water is that the inflow pipe can be 
made to aerate the water if it is stuck 
up in the air like a smoke-stack in­ 
stead of being a straight feeder from 
the bottom. 
The water sprays and 


cascades from the mouth of the high 
pipe, falling through the air, and car­ 
ries the air with it Into the still wa­ 
ter, making It much purer. This, how­ 
ever, is a precaution which is scarcely 
necessary with the 
flnely-aeratod 
San 
Gabriel river water, but It has been In­ 
stalled In order to make everything 
about the reservoir as modern as pos­ 
sible, 


The new roof rests about fourteen 
Inches from the top of the rim of the 
reservoir, and Is perfectly flat, with 
small spaces between each board on 
the top, in order to allow streaks of 
sunlight to penetrate the water. The 
sunlight goes down to the bottom of 
the 
water. 
The 
fourteen 
inches 
around the rim of the tank Is screen­ 
ed in with a fine-mesh wire, 
Water 
engineers now say that the're must, be 
plenty of air circulating above,a body 
of still water of this kind. 'For this 
reason this space has been allowed. 
And they also maintain 
that 
there 
must be some sunlight, although not 
enough to cause fungus growth to form 
on the water In the summer. The roof 
Is supported, on 128 iron standards, 
three Inches in diameter. 


Around the reservoir tins been built 
a tight Page wire fence, to keep every­ 
thing out. 
Barb wire is strung at the 
top. 
The work has all been 
done 
under the direction of Superintendent 
John H. Coolman, 
A number of Im­ 
provements and repairs have also been 
made at the upper 
reservoir.

POTATO SHIPMENTS NOW GOING FORWARD 


FROM PROSPEROUS BALDWIN PARK RANCHES 


A B 
you go into Los Angeles from 
Covina these days, take notice of the 
long line of box ears on the siding 
of the Southern Pacific at 
Baldwin 
Park, They are being loaded with po­ 
tatoes. 


Two years ago, one .man, whose 
name is J. Chevelier, made a net pro-, 
fit of ? 3 0 , 0 0 0 out of potatoes on 
1 1 0 
acres of land. 
There were plenty of 
cases that year where men who had 
a much • smaller number of acres in 
potatoes, made enough*to 
pay for 
their land and the improvements of 
small cottage houses and buildings. 
Not so much money was made in po­ 
tatoes the year following, but it has 
been demonstrated that potato-grow­ 
ing in Baldwin Park is a big thing. 
This year, the San Gabriel Valley Po­ 
tato Growers'^ Association will take 


1 5 0 
carloads of potatoes from Baldwin 
Park alone, to Bay nothing of the po­ 
tatoes growing south' of this place, 
which will be sent out, a good many 
of them over the main line of the 
Southern Pacific at Puente, 


WHAT MADE IT POSSIBLE? 


This same land used to grow about 
six sacks of wheat to the acre, under 
dry farming methods. 
There was a 
time, not seven years ago, when one 
store and several small houses was 
all Hhero was of Baldwin Park, and 
the sparsely-growing grain and hay 
Burrounded those bdildlngn as far as 
the eye could see or imagine, across 
the""Lucky" Baldwin plains. 


But a few adventurous spirits dis­ 
covered that water could be raised 
with the machinery which was Just 
at that time being invented for deep- 
well pumping, 
They found that the 
centrifugal and the turbine, would lilt' 
the water from the grerft, subterra* 
neair lake that Jay in the grayel strata 
rill under that' immense grain ranch. 
A iew- wells fwere put down, j^nd 
pa^h 
green resulted, ^ a* Jffeii^abie 
oasis In, a land of burnt umber-Colors,' 
of browning grasses, and spirals of 
wind-blown dust, 
The land changed 
as If under a magician's wand. The 
wizard was" man, and the wand was 
water. 


Today, when you are 
sitting 
in- 
some man's office in this thriving lit­ 
tle community of Baldwin Park, you 
may hear something that sounds a3 
if half a dozen clocks were ticking In 
the next room. 
If you are an old- 
timer you will know that this sound 
Is the regular exhaust from gas en­ 
gines, perhaps a mile away across the 
potato fields, gas engines that work 
steadily and all alone, through the 
long, 
warm- days, 
raising the life- 
blood of the land to run between the 
rows of potatoes, to flood the alfalfa, 
to soak the earth for ten feet down 
around the 
orange 
and 
deciduous 
trees, to rejuvenate the hundreds of 
acres of strawberries, to ripen the 
sweet potatoes, to give life to the fig- 
tree and the vine, to bring along the 
young Mexican avocado trees, and, in 
fact—to make this great, sun-flooded 
plain a paradise of green and grow­ 
ing things—waving, luxuriant alfalfa 
that the eye rests upon gratefully, 
and Jthe whole wonderful transforma­ 
tion that is possible everywhere in 
the. valley where King Water comes 
in ajid takes command. 


Raising water to the surface of the 
ground, is the whole story of'the be­ 
ginning of success. The land iB light, 
of a sandy-loam nature, and it grows 
readily anything that grows elsewhere 
in California, If you get the water on 
it. Seven years ago there were a half- 
dozen wells in the community, most 
of these being wells for domestic pur­ 
poses. Today there are two hundred 
wells where irrigating water Is being 
pumped, and these wells are produc­ 
ing anywhere from twenty-five Cali­ 
fornia miner's IncheB, up to 350 min­ 
er's Inches.

The lucid and common sense deci­ 
sion of Railroad Commissioner Thel- 
en should go far towards settling the 
use and distribution of irrigation wa­ 
ter. Perhaps the most striking thing 
about the decision is the elementary 
question dealt with—that the com­ 
pany must furnish the water it con­ 
tracted to furnish, should not as­ 
sume obligations that It is physically 
unable to fulfill and must undertake 
a ratable distribution -of the water un­ 
der its contract, says the Fresno Re­ 
publican. 
Purely aside, but striking 
none the less, was the ethical obser­ 
vation of suing for water not sup­ 
plied.

It has been the custom to assume 
that private business is best capable 


el conducting its own affair*, that gov: 
£rriment supervision is interference,

Now that the railroad commission 
mis settled the question of the dia 
tribution of water it remains for the 
water commission to settle the ques 
tlon of rights.^ While this is a big­ 
ger and more complicated question, 
Its approach by a commission In the 
same businesslike and common-sense 
manner will go far toward determin 
Ing claims.now dragging their weary 
way in the courts of the San Joaquin 
valley.

This brings us to remark flint the Los Angeles banks are of no 
use to the citrus rancher except when he doesn't, need them. 
When 
he has plenty of money the Los Angeles bankers send men out. here 
to m.'ilce loans on ranches. When the rancher has lost his crop, as was 
the ease last, year, the banks not only will not loan more money, but 
they want what they have already loaned, and want it right away. 


Now, if all the money, or even fifty per cent of the money, earned 
ihrough raising oranges was spent in the Covina valley, instead of in 
Los Angeles, we would never have to ask a Los Angeles bank for a 
loan on a citrus orchard. 
We would never suffer the humiliation of 
being turned down. 
Our own business houses would be doing a big 
business with your money; the banks in Covina would be big and 
strong banks, handling all this money that, the business men are turn­ 
ing over to them, and when a poor year eomes, the local banks would 
he in a position to give the necessary aid. 


In other words, if every resident, in this locality would hny his 
clothes, shoes, groceries, millinery and dress-goods in this city instead 
of in Los Angeles, we would have a million dollar department store 
here; w e would have big clothing stores; we would have big banks, 
and the rancher could get anything he wanted in the way of money 
right at home.

PUMPING PLANT HAS 


A, daylight 
shift 
is being run 
steadily at the big Baldwin Park 
pumping plant of the Covina Irrigat­ 
ing company,, raising about SOCttjtaeties 
of water, steady flow. For the past 
month, the new well, which is the 
second unit of this plant,. has. Seen 
placed in operation, and according to 
engineer F. D. Philleo, is working 
lllie a charm. The necessity for the 
taking up of slack In a new belt 
caused him to shift from the new well 
to the one that has been in operation 
for over a year, and he shut down the 
pumps on the new well this week for 
this purpose. But he says that when 
the ranchers are ready for the entire 
flow from the plant, he will be' ready 
on a moment's notice to start both 
wells and pump over 600. Inches. The 
plant can be operated both day and 
night, which will mean a flow, of 1,200 
inches during the time when the grav­ 
ity water from the San Gabriel' can-, 
yon is at its lowest. 
* i 


The new well is situated abouj. one 
hundred feet south of the flf^t,' one. 
As has been described. before, it has 
a deep-well caisson ninety feet deep 
and eight feet In diameter, built of 
reinforced concrete. 
This enormous 
bore, if erected like a stand-pipe on 
top of the' ground, would be the imost 
conspicuous object in the entire''val­ 
ley. At the bottom of the caisson 
rests a Byron Jackson deep-well"' cen­ 
trifugal pump, one of the most power­ 
ful water-lifters ever made for irriga­ 
tion. The pump is.operated ^dtti, a 
Murray 
Corliss 
exjgine. The other 
well is operated with a Byron ijftc.k- 
son deep-well tu,rbine, with, a tyard- 
berg engine. A booster pump take's 
the water from the reservoir after; It 
has been brought up by .the well 
pumps, and this booster 
sends it 
through a thirty-Blx inch pipe-line of 
steel for four miles across the valley, 
through the city of Covina, to the 
thirteen million gallon reservoir on 
San Bernardino road. 


. The Byron Jackson company is busy 
at the big plant, putting on a new 
heaci on the turbine pump, In'order 
to increase its efficiency. 
This pump 
has'run for a year with splendid re­ 
sults, and has brought up over 300 
inches, but the company believes that 
even better work can be done by the 
installation of their new pump-head. 
THE RESERVOIR BOOSTER. 


At the big San Bernardino reser­ 
voir, the irrigating company is install­ 
ing a small booster pump, which will 
again life the water from this place to 
a large acreage which lies above the 
reservoir. The land above this reser­ 
voir, which comprises more than one 
third of the land served by the Co­ 
vina Irrigating Company, will then 
get its portion of the pump water 
from the Baldwin Park plant. 
Last 
year, while the new plant at Baldwin 
Park was pumping night and day, the 
lower part of the district was over a 
month ahead in irrigation over the 
land above the reservoir. 


The booster pump at the reservoir 
will rest about eight feet below the 
level of the water when the reser­ 
voir is full, "and will be housed in a 
cement box ten' by fifteen feet in di­ 
mensions. 
This house is all built, 
and Is ready for the machinery, which 
is expected to arrive within a few 
days. By the time that the flow from 
the San Gabriel river becomes small, 
the booster plant will be in full oper­ 
ation. With the two pumps working 
at Baldwin Park, there is no danger 
but that the ranchers will get plenty 
of water this year. As a matter of 
fact, the single well at Baldwin Park 
helped out so materially last year with 
its 300 inches that the ranchers did 
not feel pinched for water in the low­ 
er district. With the booster pump in­ 
stalled, the ranchers, in the vicinity 
of Grand, Cienega and Cypress ave­ 
nues will also get a-portion of this 
water.
